The (irosecution strove to 
make a political issue ot the charge, and meeearably suc- 
ceeded. Mr. Kmott it not in accord with the party in 
power in Loaisville, and hi^ criisadr f ir onforremeot of 
the law has cOMt him and bis newspaper $500. II that be 
the proper conatruction ot the law ot criminal lil«l, if it 
be an offeaae poniahable by the law for a newspaper to 
warn the puMic iigainst Eanibling estaldishnipnts and 
evil resorts, then the Ix)uisville press is in a bad way. 
Mr. Kmott •nay take comfort, however, in the knowledge 
that wrong never yet gained a real victory, and right 
never yet lost a decisive battle."
